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Council debates on definition of ‘a story’ 


Disaster hits 


Morrises again 


Audrey and Dave Morris, former owners of 
Audrey’s Boutique in Sierra Madre, have been 
iiving through a year of disaster. When the 
Sierra Madre Earthquake hit on June 29,1991, 
they were forced out of their Sierra Madre 
business location. Because of that and the 
recession they took bankruptcy. 

At Christmas, Audrey’s son and daughter- 
in-law, Jonathan and Linda Patterson who live 
in Indio, had a premature son, Jonathan 
Russell. The child had spent over half of his 
life at Desert Hills Hospital and had been 
home only two weeks when he expired Satur¬ 
day, Feb. IS.

The Sierra Madre News is presenting a series on 
the Education Parental Choice Initiative Constitu¬ 
tional Amendment. This is the first in the series. Ed. 

Lines of people who are pro- or anti-choice in 
education wave their banners loudly. People are 
either for it or against it. There seem to be no fence- 
sitters. 

Petitions are being circulated for placing the 
possible statewide Parental Choice in Education In¬ 
itiative on next November’s ballot. 

“Proponents of the initiative believe that adoption 
of the initiative will reestablish the right of all parents 
to have some authority over the education of their 
children and will significantly improve the effective¬ 
ness of the public school system,’’ said Rob Tribkin 
this week. 

Tribkin, a Sierra Madrean for seven years, is a 
proponent of the “voucher system,’’ a name by which 
it is also called. 

In mid-January, after a public hearing on the 
initiative, the Pasadena Unified School Board voted 
4-1 in support of the resolution written by board 
member George Van Alstine opposing the initiative. 

The dissenting vote was cast by Wilbert Smith 
(whom the Sierra Madre News interviewed in January). 
Smith supports the plan. 

Under the plan, the state would provide vouchers 
for all school-age children to attend any public or pri¬ 
vate school of their choice whether or not it is located 
in the district where they live. The vouchers would 
equal SO percent of the amount the state provides to 
educate a student for one year, about $26(X). 

Tribkin explains that in his opinion the Parental 
Choice Initiative would empower parents to choose 
any qualified school for their children, would pro¬ 
vide every resident school age child a scholarship (or 
voucher) worth approximately $2600 which could be 
applied at any scholarship redeeming public or private 
school, would require the California legislature to 
establish a procedure by which teachers and others 
can transform individual public schools into inde¬ 


pendent scholarship redeeming public schools, and 
would authorize statewide tests to measure academic 
improvement of students and schools. 

“Those of us who support the initiative believe 
that every parent has the nght to choose and monitor 
his child’s education. I inder the current system, the 
only parents who have any real say in their child’s 
education are those who can afford private schools 
or are able to move into the better school districts. 
Those of us who cannot afford these options can be 
compelled to send their children to any school selected 
by the school board, despite serioas concerns we may 
have regarding the quality of the education or our 
children’s physical safety. We believe this is funda¬ 
mentally wrong.’’ 

Tribkin said, “The statewide student popula¬ 
tion is conservatively expected to grow by two million 
students during the next eight years, from its cur¬ 
rent base of five million. Public schools are not pre¬ 
pared for an influx of this many students, many of 
whom will speak only limited English.’’ 

Tribkin said that State Superintendent of Schools, 
Bill Honig, is “dead set against’’ the initiative. So 
are many school administrators and parent-teacher 
groups. 

He continued, “California public schools should 
be among the best in the world - and they need to be 
if we are going to have a scxriety and an economy 
which provide the standards of living and opportunity 
which most of us expect for our children...It is ab¬ 
solutely unacceptable in a civilized society to have 
even a small number of schools where school children 
have legitimate fears for their physical safety. More¬ 
over, it is wrong for the School District bureaucracy 
to compel students who cannot afford private schools 
to send their children to schools they consider to be 
unsafe.’’ 

Tribkin concluded, “The Parental Choice Initia¬ 
tive would at the least give these parents options, in 
terms of either selecting another public school or 
using their voucher to select one of the modestly

priced private schools which specialize in economic, 
ly disadvantaged children. My guess is that whi 
faced with declining enrollments and therefore pote 
tial closure of a school reputed to be unsafe, tl 
school district authorities would find a way to elin 
nate the guns, knives and gangs.’’

Sierra Madre City Councilman Clem Bartolai 
Tuesday evening made the motion to introduce Or¬ 
dinance No. 1076 for first reading by title only and 
request more information from the Planning Com¬ 
mission, which would include graphics. 

Ordinance No. 1077 deals with amendment of two 
sections of the Municipal Code in which architec¬ 
tural projections and subterranean parking become 
a story within development standards in R-1 
(residential) zones in Sierra Madre. 

This had followed lengthy discussions on what 
denoted a “story” since no homes in Sierra Madre 
may be built over two stories tall. Council members 
debated whether a subterranean garage simply dug 
out is a story or if only subterranena parking areas 
which need excavation, grading and/or mounding of 
earth to change the existing grade by more than 18 
inches denote a “story.” 

Since council members debated “what is a story,” 
they decided it would be better to rely on the Plann¬ 
ing Commission to describe their connotation with 
graphics, via City Administrator Jim McRea. That 
will be on future agendas. 

In other business, the council gave final accep¬ 


tance to the Santa Anita Guarduail Project guarded¬ 
ly- 

Bartolai, an avid cyclist who uses the road for ex¬ 
ercise, said that the road is narrowed to a point 
where it’s really dangerous.” 

He continued, “It brings to light why the people 
of Orange Grove arc concerned about putting a 
design (for the street) in the hands of professionals. I 
wish I would have looked at this project as it was in 
an ongoing process. I’m almost to the point of 
wondering if this can be rehabilitated.” 

He was assured that this could be done—-at a con¬ 
siderable amount of money. 

Kev Tcharkhoutian, city engineer, explained that 
the guardrail was justified because engineers “didn’t 
want to put it near the berm. They wanted to keep 
the berm on the other sitlc of the guatdrail.” 

Massie Roofing Company, Inc. was granted the 
bid to reroof the library, fhe bid included cleaning 
and screening over gutters, examining the roof for 
dry rot and placing a fiberglass cap sheet on the top 
for $12,426. The CRA will also come up with $3426 
for the project. 

In community communications, John Ciovorchin 


urged the council to do something about the day 
workers who collect in Memorial Park daily, looking 
for work. 

“I am in business and must have a federal and 
state number as well as a city business license and a 
permanent place to do business. 1 must ascertain 
that they (my workers) are hireable or 1 pay $10,000 
for every infraction. 1 pay for withholding and all 
the Social Security and other taxes. I file income tax 
and pay lawful taxes. At the end of the year 1 must 
send a W-2 to every employee. What’s going on at 
the corner 1 doubt covers any of these lawful bases. 
A bunch of illegal unlawful activity is going on. I 
blame the employers more than the employees 
because they should know better. If the city con¬ 
dones this unlawful practice...and you haven’t acted 
on it even if you know about it. Please do not say I 
have no compassion for the needy or any of that.” 

Linus Pukalski was concerned that Mayor An¬ 
drew Roy Buchan merely read the response of the 
council (and it was published in The News) concern¬ 
ing not waiving permit fees for those who had lost 
their homes in the 1991 earthquake. He also a.sked

The theme 
is “Things to do in ’92“ as it continues 
to encourage the public to take single 
preparedness actions each month of the 
year through community-wide participa¬ 
tion, The monthly preparedness items 
and actions are as follows: 

January - obtain a crowbar 
February - learn first aid 
March • store emergency cash & im¬ 
portant documents 
April - Statewide “Duck, Cover and 
Hold” drill 

May - rotate water and food supplies 
June • learn earthquake cooking 
July • strap your water heater 
August ■ obtain a car kit 
September • learn utility turn ons 
and turn offs 
October • smoke detector and fire 
extinguisher 

November • store rope, tape and trash 
bags 

December • survival gift list 
The ESP was developed by Los 
Angeles County in 1988 based on a 
recommendation by Supervisor Kenneth 
Hahn. It is managed by a coordinating 
council made up of representatives from 
10 California Counties (Kern, Imperial, 
Los Angeles, Orange, Riverside, San 
Bernardino, San Di^o, San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara and Ventura) and the 
Southern California Earthquake Pre¬ 
paredness Project, Governor’s Office of 
Emergency Services. 

Each month, a ESP Focus informa¬ 
tion sheet is published which explains 
in detail the current month’s action. 
An ESP Bulletin, which provides addi¬ 
tional preparedness information, is 
published quarterly. 1992 calendars and 
posters are also available. Reproducible 
masters are provided for easy distribu¬ 
tion and use.

Carrot Top revisited...

All of us - well maybe I should say a great 
many of us - would like to get our favorite banker 
on the hot seat, as he has done to us from time 
to time. 1 had that occasion once in my lifetime 
and Oh! how sweet the gooseberries. 

No need to mention the town or the name of 
the bank or banker, but I will say that the town 
was in the vicinity of 15,000 and had only one 
bank. The area was flooded with College Ex¬ 
perimental Farmers of the highest caliber where 
borrowing money for the purchase of machinery 
or seed came in the five- or six-figure area. A 
loan to these fellows of $200,000 was the same 
as a loan to you or I of $10,000 and they were 
made every day and many times, twice a day. 

I owned a very thriving newspaper and job 
printing plant in this city and was flooded to 
death with business. I thought many times if I 
just had that big machine, I could double my 
volume of business, but this machineliosts in the 
vicinity of $65,000to$75,000; - 

Having lost several large profitable jobs, 

1 decided to speak to the local banker about the 
situation of floating a loan. It seemed that it was 
“no sweat.” Just make out the application, 
find the true cost of the machinery and “see 
me next Wednesday” said the banker. 

1 was flabbergasted, but immediately con¬ 
tacted the Intertype Corporation. Within two 
days the corporation told me the machine that I 
needed and wanted would cost $67,560 cash with 
the delivery and installation. 1 submitted those 
figures to my banker and without hesitation he 
told me to go ahead and place the order. It was 
just that simple. 

Of course, I have always known that many 
bankers are quick to lend you their umbrella 
when the sun is shining, but sure want it back in 
a hurry when it rains, but 1 placed the order and 
the machine arrived about 90 days later. After 
it was installed by a factory machinist and 
put to the various tests of operation he asked me 
for the check, whereupon 1 called the local 
banker and he said that he would be there with 
it in 10 to 15 minutes. 

Along with his check he brought his assistant 


manager who wanted to see what a piece of 
equipment that cost this much really looked like. 
The frame of the machine was all black with 
removable parts in chrome or silver and matrix 
was figures and letters in solid brass or gold. 
It was a beautiful piece of equipment, and 
brought forth the remarks from the assistant 
manager, “Gee, no wonder it costs so much; 
just look at all that gold and silver.” 

The equipment was immediately put to 
work and the very first week accomplished and 
completed a job that made several payments on 
the loan. 

Business at the newspaper and job shop 
went ahead in leaps and bounds. The situation 
of this additional equipment brought in many 
thousands of dollars in volume over the next 
year.

He then told me that he and his partner had 
been looking over the publication and named 
the price that they would be willing to pay for 
it (and he named a figure that was just four 
times the amount I originally paid). It was 
hard for me to believe my ears, but I told him 
to give me a day or two to think it over. 

Two days later I told him that I would be 
willing to sell at his price. He made a substan¬ 
tial security payment, for it was a cash deal and 
he returned to Oklahoma. Part of our agree¬ 
ment was that he and his partner would take 
over the remaining payments for the Intertype 
machine.

If a balloon 
does become tangled in a power line, do not 
attempt to retrieve it yourself. And never 
use metallic string. Always keep these 
important safety precautions in mind. Because 
the dangers involved with metallic balloons 
are not just fiill of hot air.

It isn’t a 
matter of just being famil¬ 
iar with Him as you would 
be familiar with one of 
your neighbors. No, Jesus 
wants more than mere 
knowledge; He wants 
your total trust.

Those 
who are found by Christ 
do have their burdens 
lightened and their for¬ 
ward path steadied. We 
find our deepest happiness 
when we discover God’s 
purpose for our lives. 

Yet the joy that comes 
when we grow through 
challenge and trouble is 
not the same thing as just 
putting on a happy face. 
Tell a laid-off worker 
“Don’t worry; be happy” 
and see how far it gets you. 
Or tell it to a couple whose 
marriage has gone onto 
the rocks. Or a young per¬ 
son trying to develop a 


sen.se of identity. Just 
going right for the happy 
feeling doesn’t cut the 
mustard. First the need 
must be addressed. 

The Beatitudes are 
really the central core of 
Jesus’ teaching. They are 
faith statements, assertions 
that God’s people are di¬ 
vinely blessed in spite of 
being poor in spirit, in a 
state of mourning, being 
persecuted for the sake of 
their faith, hungering and 
thirsting for righteousness, 
and so on. Each Beati¬ 
tude addresses a burning 
human need and says, 
“God understands; God 
cares about your need, 
and sends his blessing to 
help you hold steady.” 

When times are tough, 
and happy days seem far, 
far off, it helps to remem¬ 
ber that God sees and un¬ 
derstands. It helps to 
know that one day, no 
matter what the trouble, 
“this, too, shall pass.” 
When you feel that you 
are at the end of your 
rope, remember the bless¬ 
ings of Jesus - the Beati¬ 
tudes - then tie a knot in 
the end of your rope, and 
hold on.

why there was such a delay for administering formal 
application. 

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams requested that City 
Administration Jim McRea begin an audit of per¬ 
mit and plan check trails. He asked residents to jot 
down deficiencies, any problems at city hall, and 
that they would be corrected. 

Mayor Buchan asked Ron Coleman “to dig out 
charges for permits and for those towns that waived 
fees for earthquake damage and bring it back to the 
council.” 


While rain poured outside the council chamber. 
Council members Tuesday evening argued about 
how they would encourage residents to use less 
water. 

The main problem facing the council is whether to 
suspend penalties for overuse for two billing cycles. 
The Phase IV mandatory conservation of 20 percent 
would remain in effect and allocations would be re¬ 
tained in this way, some said. 

The base year of water conservation is 1989 and, 
according to City Administrator Jim McRea, “there 
is every indication that an increasing number of 
Sierra Madre residents will be unable to meet the 
base year allocations in this two period billing 
cycle.” 

The cost per 100 cubic feet of water at the current 
rate is: first warning at 69 cents, second overusage 
$1.38 and the third, $2.76 during each fiscal year. 
The current allocation is based on 80 percent of the 
actual water used during the billing cycles of the 
1989 base year. 

Variations are possible because the east half of the 
city have allocations based on January and February 
1989 consumptions with bills issued on Mar. 1, 1992. 
The west half of the city has allocation based on 
December and January of 1989 with bills issued on

The Pattersons and their daughter, 
Cassie, 21/2 years, decided to seek refuge with 
the Morrises who live In Pasadena Glen. They 
arrived Monday at 2 p.m. and parked their car, 
filled with personal Items and cash for the 
funeral, at the top of the hill near the Morris’ 
home. 

At 5:30 p.m. when they went out to get In 
the car to go to church, the car was gone. 
Pasadena firefighters were called and found 
the car at 7:30 p.m. In Pasadena Glen Creek 
before it disappeared under mud and sand.

Words flew back and forth among council 
members: “Conservation and pumping go hand-in- 
hand”...“How do you get people to conserve when 
the price (of water) is so low?”...“What’s our 
overall goal? We can’t afford to put the software in 
place to give us a better idea of how everyone is do¬ 
ing, to develop credits”...“Those who can afford 
(water) at any cost will purchase it. They are 
diminishing the supply for everyone else.” 

Both John Govorchin and Ron Coleman com¬ 
plained that the basins were not full of water. “With 
a six-inch rain coming down from Mt. Wilson it 
should go into our basin. Why don’t you wait two to 
three months?” Coleman asked. “No other city 
around us has a 20 percent reduction...if we’ve met 
our goal, let’s relax. If we need to buy water, that’s 
what we should do instead of penalizing people,” 
Govorchin interjected. 

Pat Conroy suggested relating the economics with 
penalties...“If nobody conserves, it will cost more to 
pump...Give everyone a baseline, an energy sur¬ 
charge for the first 100 cubic feet.” 

Ultimately, Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams sug¬ 
gested they suspend the entire ordinance. “Let there 
be no penalty phase. Ask them to voluntarity con¬ 
serve. I’m going to vote no (to suspending penalty 
provisions for two billing cycles) because I don’t 
think it’s appropriate to take the penalty phase out. 
Let’s clean up the ordinance first.” 

He and Councilman Clem Bartolai voted “no” 
but lost to Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan, Councilman 
George Maurer and Councilwoman MaryAnn 
MacGillivary who voted to suspend penalties with 
the mandatory conservation of 20 percent remaining 
in effect. 

Because the pumping adjustment change increase 
was inadvertently omitted from the agenda, the 
council opted to place that on the next agenda of 
Feb. 25.

Mountjoy’s crime victim and witness 
protection bill goes to Governor 


This week the California 
Assembly unanimously 
approved and sent to the 
Governor an important 
crime victim and witness 
protection bill, AB 1681, 
authored by Assembly- 
man Dick Mountjoy (R- 
42nd District). 

“Assembly Bill 1681 
will safeguard the privacy 
of victims and witnesses 
of crimes,” stated Assem¬ 
blyman Mountjoy. 

“Assembly Bill 1681 
will prohibit discloser of 
the address and telephone 
number of a victim or a 
witness of a crime to a 
defendant or a possible 


defendant in a criminal 
action,” Mountjoy con¬ 
tinued. 

Under current law, the 
address and telephone 
number of an individual 
who reports a crime is, 
in most instances, a mat¬ 
ter of public record. “It 
can be dangerous to re¬ 
port an assault when the 
wrongdoer can obtain the 
address and telephone 
number of a victim or a 
witness simply by asking 
for a copy of the police 
report,” Mountjoy said. 

Assemblyman Mount¬ 
joy introduced AB 1681 
after receiving a letter 


from a constituent who 
had been the victim of 
an assault. This man did 
not report the assault af¬ 
ter learning that his home 
address and telephone 
number would be avail¬ 
able to his assailant. 

“It is simply wrong,” 
Mountjoy said, “that a 
crime victim must be 
afraid to report a crime 


to the police, it is im¬ 
perative that our laws pro¬ 
tect victims and wit¬ 
nesses.” 

The California Peace 
Officers’ Association, the 
California Police Chiefs’ 
Association, the Califor¬ 
nia State Sheriffs’ Associ¬ 
ation and the California 
Law Enforcement Asso¬ 
ciation of Records Super¬ 
visors support AB 1681.

This year 
in Albertville it is ex¬ 
pected that more than 1 
million pins from more 
than 50 countries will be 
available. 

Gittings, who is a mem¬ 
ber of the national Olym¬ 
pic Collector’s Club, says 
that the most prized pin 
in his collection is the 
1984 Sam The Eagle mas¬ 


cot pin with a Coca-Cola 
bottle. 

Pin trading has been a 
way for Gittings to meet 
athletes and collectors 
from all over the world. 
His scrapbook of Olym¬ 
pic memorabilia includes 
pictures of numerous 
Olympic medalists. 

An administrator in 
product management for 
GTE, this collector also 
has recorded over 3000 


songs from the ’50s. Even 
though his wife. Midge, 
doesn’t collect pins, she 
says she is particularly 
fond of one from Ireland 
which he gave to her in 
commemoration of her 
Irish heritage. She col¬ 
lects antique glassware, 
button, badges and ce¬ 
ramics but expects to catch 
her husband’s fever when 
they go to Atlanta, Georgia 
for the 1996 Olympics.
